Some  of  you  know  that  the  Illinois  legislators  in  Springfield  were  work- 
ing on  a bill  to  regulate  all  resellers.  If  you  bought  an  item  for  resale 
to  the  public,  then  you  were  covered  under  this  bill. 

It  would  have  been  necessary  to  file  a detailed  report  of  every  item 
your  purchased  nightly  with  the  police  department. 

If  you  filed  the  report  by  mail,  it  would  be  necessary  to  hold  these 
items  out  of  inventory  for  21  days.  If  you  filed  the  report  electroni- 
cally, it  would  be  necessary  for  keep  these  items  out  of  inventory  for 
10  days. 

The  Officers  and  Board  Members  started  working  immediately  in- 
vestigating this  bill.  We  were  talking  with  our  local  representatives 
and  making  calls  to  Springfield.  We  called  in  favors  and  asked  for 
help  from  the  A.N.A.  and  Central  States. 

To  make  a long  story  short,  someone  very  informed  on  the  Illinois 
Constitution  started  investigating  the  information  we  had  gathered. 
He  gave  us  some  facts  and  made  a few  phone  calls.  Since  this  bill 
as  written  would  require  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  to  comply  with 
the  law,  we  received  some  great  help  from  the  Chicago  Board  of 
Trade. 


Without  going  into  a long  story,  the  bill  is  DEAD!

Many  events  in 
Europe  are  noteworthy,  but  those  in  the  US  are  even  more  so.

Most 
newly-adopted  European  constitutions  have  been  thrown  aside,  but 
monarchies  are  now  more  nervously  subject  to  the  needs  and  desires 
of  their  citizens.

Canada  enters  an  economic  depression  this  year,  and  Canadians 
seek  annexation  to  the  United  States.

Harriet  Tubman  escapes  from  slavery  this  year.  Over  the  next  eleven 
years  she  will  traverse  the  Underground  Railway  nineteen  times  and 
will  lead  over  300  slaves  to  freedom. 

Zachary  Taylor  is  sworn  in  as  the  1 2th  US  President.  Millard  Fillmore 
is  his  Vice  President. 

Walter  Hunt  of  New  York  City  invents  the  safety  pin.  He  sells  the 
patent  for  $400. 

This  year  several  Christian  groups  start  new  colleges.  Oberlin 
College  is  chartered  in  Ohio  by  the  United  Brethren,  William  Jewell 
College  is  chartered  in  Missouri  by  the  Baptists,  and  Austin  College 
is  chartered  in  Texas  by  the  Presbyterians. 

Enduring  businesses  begun  this  year  include  a grocery  shop  in 
London  that  will  become  Harrods,  a dry  goods  shop  in  Saint  Louis

that  will  become  Famous  Barr  Company,  and  Joseph  Horne 
Company  in  Pittsburgh.  Horne  will  be  acquired  in  2007  by  Cincinnati- 
based  Federated  Stores  and  will  be  merged  into  its  Lazarus  chain. 

A fire  in  Saint  Louis  this  year  destroys  400  buildings  and  27 
steamships.  The  aftermath  of  the  fire  brings  a serious  cholera 
epidemic. 

Congress  creates  the  Home  Department,  which  will  later  be  renamed 
to  the  US  Department  of  the  Interior,  an  umbrella  for  the  General 
Land  Office,  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs,  the  Pension  Office,  the 
Patent  Office,  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

Congress  establishes  Minnesota  Territory  this  year. 

This  year  voters  in  California  Territory  ratify  a constitution  for  the 
territory.  They  petition  for  statehood  and  the  President  urges 
Congress  to  admit  California  as  a state. 

Slave  states  threaten  secession  if  California  enters  the  Union  as  a 
free  state.  The  President  threatens  to  personally  lead  troops  again 
to  put  down  any  such  action,  and  to  hang  any  rebel  troops  captured 
as  he  had  done  with  deserters  in  the  just-ended  Mexican  war. 

The  Pacific  Railroad  Is  chartered  to  link  Saint  Louis  and  Kansas 
City.  A stage  coach  line  opens  to  carry  mail  and  passengers  between 
Independence  MO  and  Santa  Fe. 

The  Chicago  and  Galena  Railroad  reaches  Chicago  this  year,  adding 
rail  transport  to  the  already  burgeoning  shipping  from  the  windy  city. 
Within  twenty  years  the  city  will  be  served  by  ten  railway  lines. 

The  first  shipload  of  gold  seekers  arrives  in  San  Francisco  aboard 
the  steamship  California.  The  California,  equipped  to  accommodate 
210  passengers,  disgorges  350  eager  gold  seekers  at  San  Francisco.

Thousands  more  will  arrive  this  year  from  all  over  the  world.  By 
year’s  end,  the  population  of  California  will  expand  sixfold  to  over 
100,000  and  San  Francisco  harbor  will  become  a graveyard  of 
deserted  and  abandoned  ships. 

Railroad  construction  begins  in  Panama  to  facilitate  crossing  the 
isthmus. 

Thousands  of  US  farms  are  deserted  by  workers  heading  for  the 
gold  fields.  The  farmers  are  driven  to  buy  McCormick  reapers  at 
$100  each.  McCormick  guarantees  his  reapers,  has  stocked 
warehouses  throughout  the  upper  Mississippi  valley,  and  sells  on  an 
installment  plan  geared  to  harvest  conditions. 

Saint  Joseph  MO  is  the  northern  and  western  terminus  of  Mississippi 
and  Missouri  River  steamboat  transport.  This  town  of  3,000  sees 
over  50,000  gold  seekers  pass  westward  on  the  2,000  mile  walk  to 
California. 

A cholera  epidemic  spread  by  gold-rush  emigrants  crossing  the  Texas 
panhandle  wipes  out  the  leadership  of  the  Comanche  tribe. 

The  real  money  to  be  made  in  California  is  in  supplying  the  miners. 
New  England  Trading  and  Mining  Company  is  founded  this  year  in 
San  Francisco,  then  as  Huntington  & Hopkins  in  Sacramento.  This 
28-man  partnership  begins  with  $13,000  and  a year’s  supply  of  goods. 

Henderson  Lewelling  takes  his  first  crop  of  100  Oregon  apples  to 
San  Francisco  where  he  sells  all  of  them  for  $5  each  to  gold  seekers 
who  are  hungry  for  fresh  fruit.  Eggs  sell  in  SF  for  $10  a dozen.  Gold 
is  cheap  (at  $20  per  troy  ounce)  and  plentiful,  but  what  it  will  buy  is 
scarce  indeed.

Can  You  Collect  An  ‘‘Obsolete 
Type  Set”  For  $300? 

by  Mark  Benvenuto 

One  of  the  fascinating  aspects  of  our  hobby  is  the  challenges  it 
presents.  Many  collectors  focus  on  one  specific  area,  or  country,  or 
series,  or  denomination,  then  try  to  put  together  the  best  set  of  coins 
they  possibly  can,  within  the  frame  work  they  have  defined.  At  the 
same  time,  some  collectors  complain  about  and  bemoan  the  price 
of  the  hobby,  and  end  up  discouraged.  With  a little  planning  though, 
just  about  anyone  can  set  themselves  limits  and  guidelines  that 
ensure  their  collection  is  a source  of  pride  and  not  of  frustration. 

For  example,  within  the  past  decades,  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the 
denominations  the  United  States  Mint  has  produced  range  from  one 
cent  through  one  dollar,  for  a total  of  six  coins.  True,  if  you  go  back 
far  enough,  you  will  come  to  the  dates  in  which  four  denominations 
of  gold  coin  were  minted  for  circulation.  Go  back  farther,  and  you 
can  find  the  times  in  which  the  half  cent  coin  was  made.  But,  using 
today  as  a base,  we  see  that  the  Mint  produces  once  cent  pieces, 
nickels,  dimes,  quarters,  half  dollars,  and  dollar  coins.  They  are  not 
all  seen  equally  in  the  channels  of  commerce,  but  all  six  are  present. 

Using  those  six  denominations,  go  back  in  time  to  the  last  major 
design  change  for  each.  The  one  cent  piece  can  be  considered 
change  in  1 959,  or  in  1 909.  Any  collector  will  agree  that  the  switch 
from  Indian  head  cents  to  Lincolns  was  a major  change.  It  was 
1938  that  saw  the  first  year  of  production  of  the  Jefferson  nickels, 
after  several  years  of  Buffalo  nickels.  So,  the  Buffalo  or  Indian  head 
nickel  represents  the  last  major  design  change  for  this  denomination 
(we’ll  bypass  the  Corps  of  Discovery  nickels).  When  it  comes  to 
dimes,  1 945  - 1 946  was  the  change.  Mr.  Weinman’s  design  for  the 
winged  Liberty  of  Mercury  dime  gave  way  to  our  present  Roosevelt 
design.  As  to  the  quarter,  we  have  to  skip  the  massive  50  States

Domingo  Ghirardelli  arrives  in  San  Francisco  and  begins  selling  tent 
stores  to  gold  seekers.  He  has  experience  with  cacao  in  Guatemala 
and  will  build  a San  Francisco  chocolate  factory. 

By  now  you  have  likely  deduced  the  year  as  1849.  For  this  reason, 
the  thousands  of  gold  seekers  are  called  “forty-niners”. 

The  first  private  coins  of  California  gold  are  struck  this  year.  The 
Norris,  Gregg  & Norris  half  eagles  bear  the  mark  “N.G&N.  San 
Francisco  1 849”,  though  a newspaper  account  in  May  of  1 849  credits 
these  coins  to  Benicia  City.  At  least  seven  other  companies  make 
gold  coins  in  California  in  1 849,  as  well  as  small  mintages  in  Oregon 
and  Salt  Lake  City.  All  of  these  are  from  California  gold.  The  Mormon 
$20  piece  is  the  first  of  that  denomination  to  be  coined  in  this  country. 

Over  18  tons  of  gold  is  mined  in  California  this  year,  and  the 
cornucopia  will  continue  its  outpouring  for  over  a decade.  In  the  first 
seven  years  over  800  tons  of  gold  will  come  out  of  California.  The 
massive  influx  of  California  gold  this  year  prompts  Congress  to  order 
two  “new”  coins,  the  first  such  since  1 796.  A one-dollar  gold  coin  is 
struck  beginning  this  year,  with  the  other  ordered  denomination  first 
seeing  circulation  next  year. 

1 849  is  the  first  year  since  1 796  that  all  ten  denominations  named  in 
the  coinage  act  of  1 792  were  struck  - a 53-year  hiatus.  To  these  ten 
is  added  a gold  dollar.  The  type  I gold  dollar  of  1849-1854  has  the 
smallest  diameter  of  any  federal-issue  US  coin  at  a mere  13 
millimeters.  Compare  that  with  18  millimeters  for  a dime.  All  four 
mints  (Philadelphia,  New  Orleans,  Charlotte,  and  Dahlonega)  will 
strike  gold  dollars  for  the  next  five  years. 

Only  about  one  percent  of  the  type  I gold  dollars  struck  in  1 849-1 854 
survive.  These  are  augmented  by  many  thousands  of  more  recent 
cast  counterfeits  from  Italy,  Lebanon,  and  the  Middle  East.  Those 
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(continued) 

Quarters  Reverse  program,  and  go  back  to  1932,  when  the 
Washington  quarter  was  unveiled,  and  the  standing  Liberty  design 
sat  down  (hmmm,  apparently  we’re  skipping  the  Bicentennial  quarter 
reverse  as  well).  The  half  dollar  last  saw  a total  redesign  in  1964, 
when  Ben  Franklin’s  face  was  retired,  and  President  Kennedy’s  took 
its  spot.  And  for  our  dollar,  well,  one  can  certainly  claim  that,  even 
ignoring  the  Presidential  dollars  series,  the  Sacagawea  design 
supplanted  the  Susan  B.  Anthony  dollar  design.  But  since  all  the 
other  designs  we  have  “traveled”  back  to  are  so  classic,  let’s  go  all 
the  way  back  to  a Peace  dollar  design. 

There,  we’ve  come  up  with  six  coins  that  would  make  a terrific  type 
set.  An  Indian  head  cent,  a Buffalo  nickel,  a Mercury  dime,  a standing 
Liberty  quarter,  a Franklin  half  dollar,  and  a Peace  dollar.  Now,  with 
this  in  mind,  we  can  set  out  to  answer  whether  or  not  a person  can 
put  together  a top  notch  type  set  of  these  coins  for  $300.  That’s  $50 
per  coin,  but  we  might  find  we  can  save  at  one  denomination  and 
spend  a little  more  heavily  on  another.  Of  course,  some  collectors 
never  even  buy  a single  coin  at  this  price;  they  always  stay  lower. 
But  think  about  it  for  a moment:  $50  won’t  make  or  break  most  people. 
So,  here  we  go. 

Indian  Head  cent.  Believe  it  or  not,  $50  can  land  a person  quite  a bit 
when  it  comes  to  these  older  cents.  The  entire  date  run  from  1900 
- 1 908  inclusive,  lists  several  pieces  that  can  be  obtained  for  slightly 
less  than  that,  in  MS-60.  These  are  going  to  be  some  of  the  more 
common  dates  within  the  series,  and  that  means  tens  of  millions 
total  for  each  year.  While  this  is  $50  spent  for  something  that  is  not 
the  premier  grade  of  mint  state,  the  coins  are  certainly  still  quite 
attractive  at  that  level. 

There  are  also  several  dates  earlier  in  the  series  that  can  be  had  for 
$50.  But,  the  farther  back  you  go,  the  lower  the  grade  becomes.  It 
was  Mr.  James  Longacre  who  designed  the  Indian  head  cent;  and 
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are  of  good  gold  and  good  weight,  but  are  worth  bullion  value  only  - 
about  $35  at  today’s  market  price.  Most  of  the  cast  counterfeit  US 
gold  dollars  are  dated  1850  thru  1854  without  a mint  mark. 

The  rarest  federal-issue  coin  of  1849  is  the  1849-C  gold  dollar  with 
open  wreath  (wreath  not  under  “OF”).  Breen  lists  only  five  examples 
of  this  coin,  with  auction  records  up  around  $100K. 

Other  than  many  doublings  and  overpunchings  in  the  date,  the  only 
noteworthy  gold  or  silver  coin  of  1849  is  the  1849-0  quarter  dollar. 
These  are  rare  but  not  excessively  so.  They  bring  15-20  times  the 
price  of  the  other  quarters  of  the  period. 

Half  cents  FINALLY  make  their  reappearance  in  1 849  after  a fourteen- 
year  hiatus.  The  circulation  strikes  of  1849  half  cents  have  a large 
date  spanning  from  dentils  to  bust.  The  likely-later-made  Proofs 
(around  30  known)  have  a much  smaller  date. 

Though  large  cents  have  been  my  specialty  for  a half  century,  I see 
nothing  remarkable  about  1849  cents  other  than  the  few  varieties 
(N2,3,  both  common)  that  come  with  a wide  range  of  die  crumblings 
on  the  reverse.  The  later  states  of  these  look  like  the  die  should 
have  been  scrapped  thousands  of  strikes  earlier.

while  he  would  probably  be  proud  that  people  today  are  collecting 
them  in  any  state  of  preservation,  do  the  man  proud  and  honor  the 
memory.  Purchase  the  best  you  can  for  the  spending  limit  we  have 
imposed. 

Buffalo  nickel.  This  American  classic  is  the  work  of  Mr.  James  Earle 
Fraser,  a man  who  used  native  Americans  as  the  subjects  for  several 
of  his  sculptures  and  artworks.  For  any  collector  today  who  wants 
to  add  one  of  these  small  sculptures  to  his  or  her  collection,  there  is 
some  very  good  news.  Several  dates,  including  the  1937-S  in  the 
middle  mint  state  grade  of  MS-64,  can  be  obtained  for  about  $50. 
There  are  even  a few  Buffaloes,  such  as  the  1938-D,  that  can  be 
had  in  MS-64  for  only  $40.  These  are  basically  the  tail  end  of  the 
series.  The  front  end,  back  towards  1916,  become  progressively 
more  expensive.  But  no  matter  the  date,  here  we  have  an  ‘S’  mint 
marked  coin  that  can  be  added  to  a type  set  in  a very  eye  catching 
grade,  for  a wonderfully  low  price. 

Mercury  dime.  These  gorgeous,  little  works  of  art  are  the  work  of  Mr. 
Adolph  A.  Weinman,  and  are  famous  for  their  famous  rarity.  The 
1 91 6-D  is  one  of  those  coins  of  collector  dreams,  but  also  one  with 
a price  tag  that  brings  on  nightmares.  However,  at  the  tail  end  of  this 
series,  specifically  the  dates  1 940  - 1 945,  from  the  Main  Mint  as  well 
as  the  branch  Mints,  there  are  numerous  dates  and  mint  marks  that 
can  be  added  to  a developing  type  set  for  only  $40  - $50,  and  in  MS- 
66.  That  grade,  mint  state  - 66,  is  a wonderfully  high  one.  The 
wealth  of  detail  within  the  design  is  going  to  be  amazing  at  such  a 
level.  To  have  one  Mercury  dime  like  this  could  easily  be  the  purchase 
that  sets  a crown  jewel  in  some  type  set  collection. 

A word  of  warning  is  in  order  when  buying  a coin  in  MS-66  though: 
buy  it  slabbed.  Even  if  you  are  an  old-fashioned  numismatic  purist 
who  insists  on  raw  coins,  there  is  no  reason  to  spend  $50  for  one  in 
this  case,  then  find  out  later  that  you’ve  over  spent,  and  have 
something  like  an  MS-64  or  MS-63  on  your  hands.  Buy  smart. 
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(continued) 

Standing  Liberty  quarter.  It  was  Mr.  Hermon  MacNeil  who  designed 
the  standing  Liberty  quarter,  which  was  in  production  from  1916 
through  1930.  Aficionados  know  that  the  rarity  in  this  series  is  the 
1916  with  a bare  breasted  Lady  Liberty.  It’s  a rarer  coin  that  the 
1916-D  Mercury  dime,  and  commands  a premium  that  proves  it. 

The  standing  Liberty  quarters  though  do  have  their  share  of  dates 
that  can  be  had  for  $40  - $50.  The  years  from  1927  - 1930,  again 
from  multiple  Mint  cities,  have  a number  of  possibilities  at  this  price 
range,  but  usually  for  grades  in  the  extra  fine  of  EF-40  zone.  It 
appears  we  have  found  our  first  type  set  coin  from  these  “obsolete” 
designs  in  which  we  can  not  obtain  a mint  state  specimen.  While 
that’s  a disappointment,  it’s  also  to  be  expected.  There  is  more 
silver  here  than  there  was  in  the  dimes,  and  the  standing  Liberty 
quarters  have  achieved  a certain  notoriety  for  weakness  of  strike. 
But  we  can  still  add  one. 

Franklin  half  dollar.  This  is  the  newest  of  our  old  designs,  and  the 
years  from  1 960  - 1 963  show  some  absolutely  amazing  possibilities. 
For  example,  each  of  those  years  saw  well  over  a million  proofs 
made  — proofs  that  is.  Today,  all  of  them  are  available  in  PF-67  for 
$40  - $50. 

If  you  are  a fanatic  for  Franklins,  you  will  already  know  that  the  proofs 
you  can  buy  for  that  price  are  probably  not  the  showing  all  the  bell 
lines  on  the  reverse.  Don’t  let  that  stop  you  from  buying  a very 
handsome  coin  though.  The  Franklins  are  wonderful  looking  as 
proofs. 

Peace  dollar.  Our  last  and  biggest  coin  for  the  type  set  is  a Peace 
dollar.  The  work  of  Mr.  Anthony  De  Francisci,  the  Peace  dollars  are 
known  to  collectors  as  one  of  those  sets  with  a couple  of  tough 
dates  and  varieties  in  it.  The  start  point  — the  1 921  high  relief  — is 
always  an  expensive  coin.  The  low  mintage  1928  is  another.  But, 
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getting  away  from  the  key  coins,  for  our  $50  we  can  look  to  the 
1922’s  and  1923’s,  from  three  different  Mints.  In  grades  such  as 
MS-62  and  MS-63,  these  are  routinely  $40  - $50  coins.  Admittedly, 
these  are  the  most  common  dates  in  the  series.  But  they  are  going 
to  be  a good  looking  addition  to  any  type  set. 

After  looking  at  this,  it  seems  that  our  hobby  still  has  some  good 
values  in  it.  A person  can  enjoy  building  a type  set  of  classic  United 
States  coins  without  cleaning  out  their  wallet.  That’s  good  information 
for  any  collector,  be  they  novice  or  old  pro.
